had engaged in two last-d itch 
m eetings with Prim e Minister 
Ed ward Heath, d enou nced the 
British mov e. 
Heath told the Hou se of Com­ 
mons that 
Northren Ireland ’s 
Protestant-controlled prov incial 
parliam ent 
was 
being 
su s­ 
pend ed for a y ear, the intern­ 
ment withou t trial of su spected 
gu errillas is being eased , and

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Roman Catholics wou ld get a 
greater v oice in prov incial af­ 
fairs. 
Heath annou nced th at the six 
Ulster cou nties 
will 
be 
gov ­ 
erned 
by 
William 
Whitelaw, 
floor m anager for the gov ern­ 
m ent in the Hou se of Commons, 
who will be named to the new 
post 
of 
cabinet 
m inister 
for 
Northren Ireland . 
Whitelaw will be assisted by 
a commission of local resid ents 
“ fu lly representativ e of opinion 


in N orthren Ireland ,” Heath de­ 
clared . This m eans it wou ld in­ 
clu d e 
representativ es o f 
the 
Catholic m inority as well as 
Protestants. 
The response from Northren 
Ireland 
was 
alm ost 
entirely 
hostile, and th ere were fears 
that 
Protestant 
ex trem ists 
wou ld tu rn to v iolence in retali­ 
ation for th e end ing of 
5 0 y ears 
of Protestant ru le. 
Fau lkner told the Stormont, 
Northren Ireland ’s parliam ent, 


th at he had warned Heath in 
th eir crisis talks th at British 
takeov er wou ld be seen in Ul­ 
ster as a v ictory for the Irish 
Repu blican Army , which wants 
reu nion of the two parts of Ire­ 
land . 
“I told h im ,” Fau lkner said , 
“th at it wou ld be wid ely con­ 
stru ed as an acceptance of to­ 
tally baseless criticism of ou r 
stew ard sh ip; th at it wou ld be 
seen by the IRA and others as 
a first and m ajor step on the 
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road to a terrorist v ictory .” 
Fau lkner’s gov ernm ent is ex ­ 
pected to rem ain in office to 
ru n rou tine prov incial affairs 
u ntil the British Parliam ent ap­ 
prov es takeov er legislation nex t 
m em ber of Fau lkner’s cabinet, 
week.

Senate race, crtized spiraling 
fo o d and utility prices whicn 
are o ccurring in spite o f the 
wage-price freeze. He said the 
co st o f fo o d has increased two 
per cent in the 
past mo nth, 
and 21.6 per cent o v er the past 
y ear, and utility prices are slat­ 
ed to rise. 
He accused the Nix o n admin 
istratio n o f emphasizing do llar 
v alues while fo rgetting human 
v alues said it has lo st its sense 
o f mo ral v alues. He cited failure 
to budget mo ney fo r cancer re­ 
search and permissio n o f wire 
tapping. 
Metzenbaum declared that al­ 
tho ugh the President was elect­ 
ed o n an eco no my -end the war 
ticket, there is a greater feder­ 
al financial deficit 
no w 
than 
ev er and that the 197 2 budget 
increased 
military 
appro pria­ 
tio ns. 
Metzenbaum v o iced o ppo sitio n 
to the pro po sed v alue-added-o n 
sales tax as a so urce o f feder­ 
al rev enue 
and 
to increased 
space 
and military spending 
Howev er, he said he 
fav ored 
stricter wage-price co ntro ls and 
an immediate end to the war in 
So uth Vietnam. 
The speaker was introdu ced 
b y Ru ssell Sinsley, president of 
the North Central Colu mb iana 
Cou nty Men's Democratic Clu b , 
which sponsored the ev ent.

Childish Prank Can Kill You 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Please see blood to the heart, which also 
if you can get a point across to contributes to fainting. 
The real reason people faint 
with this problem is because 
the heart is not pumping out 
enough blood or it may even 
stop. The latter problem is most 
likely responsible for the deaths 
that have been reported with 
this childhood prank. I was able 
to demonstrate repeatedly that 
young healthy people who faint­ 
ed would often have complete 
stopping of the heart beat with­ 
out even an electrical impulse. 
Fortunately, in the work I did, 
all of these individual’s hearts 
started beating again automati- 
cal'y, but of course these studies 
were done under carefully con­ 
trolled medical supervision.

Dear Reader — Yes, 
it is 
dangerous. This is a common 
childhood prank and there have 
been a few deaths recorded from 
it. I became particularly inter­ 
ested in this problem because 
of the studies I did in refer­ 
ence to fainting as a problem 
with pilots. Fainting is often not 
too serious in otherwise healthy 
people on the ground, but even 
in healthy people it can be ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous if they are 
flying jet aircraft. 
The 10 deep breaths cause 
overventilation 
of

is called 
‘'hyperventi­ 
lation.” This causes the person 
to blow off more carbon diox­ 
ide than normal. Under these 
circumstances a person is al­

Deserter Or Refugee?

WASHINGTON - (NEA) 
— Howard G. Weld grew up in 
Chicago. There will be no 
mention here of his parents, 
or friends, 
or 
early am­ 
bitions. They do not matter 
now. He was a comfortable 
boy , somewhat less activ e 
than others, perhaps not so 
ex trov erted as some, but he 
grew up routinely with no 
obv i ous 
ba c kg r o un d 
characteristics that might 
help ex plain his later life. 
He was a good student. 
He went on to college. 
He became a dentist. 


A L L ALONG he was part 
of the American dream. Work 
hard. Apply . Keep at it. 
Success. He took notice of the 
attacks on the dream, of 
course, and he agreed in part 
with them. But he did not 
himself grow a beard, wear 
beads, paint picket signs or 
consider shouting to change 
the nation and its institutions. 
He accepted 
ev en the 
military as a necessary ev il. 
He didn’t laud the serv ice; he 
tho ug ht, in fact, it was rather 
do do , an anachro nism, a 
misfit as part o f the so cial 
pro blem-so lv ing pro cess. But 
he was no t a pacifist. No r a 
draft do dg er. And when his 
time came, Ho ward Weld put 
o n his black sho es and his 
black tie with full intent o f 
co mpleting 
his 
two -y ear 
military o blig atio n. 
He was placed in the Air 
•Fo rce. Since he was a dentist, 
he was immediately made a 
captain. And, actually , all 
thing s co nsidered, he had it 
pretty so ft. While o thers 
wo ula pull time in Vietnam, 
he wo uld merely pull mo lars 


in the U.S. 
Two y ears. Then out. A 
breeze. 


T H EN IT happened. He 
was giv en a few weeks basic 
training in Tex as. It was not 
dogface training—grunt and 
groan and 
sweat. Basic 
training for Air Force den­ 
tists is mostly classroom, 
mostly air-conditioned. Yet it 
was too much for Captain 
Weld: 
“I 
remember 
they 
demonstrated the glorious M- 
16 rifle for us. They shot it at a 
gelatin block, to show what it 
does to the human body . That 
started me thinking. I came 
to believ e the whole thing was 
v ery , v ery wrong.” 
Weld was 
assigned 
to 
Eielson AFB, Fairbanks, 
Alaska. And he immediately 
decided he wanted out. He 
told the base commander. “I 
told him to his face. I told him 
I was against the war, against 
murdering people. I told him 
I disagreed witn the low v alue 
the military puts on human 
life.” 
Then 
the 
angry , - 
determined captain began 
telling ev ery body else. Of­ 
ficers. 
Enlisted 
men. 
Whenev er he got somebody 
into his chair, he filled their 
ears as well as their cav ities. 
He tried fo r a time to g et 
o ut o f the serv ice leg ally . He 
applied fo r co nscientio us 
o bjecto r status: no g o . He 
co mmunicated 
with 
a 
sy mpathetic 
ho me 
state 
senato r (Adlai Stev enso n o f 
Illino is): no help. He ev en 
o ffered to accept a less than 
ho no rable, 
if 
o utrig ht, 
discharg e. Still the answer 
was no . 


SO T H E alternativ es: ”1 
co uld either stay in the Air 


Force and play good little 
soldier boy or ...” Weld chose 
the or. Four months after he 
went on activ e duty , he left 
his post, got on an airplane 
and flew to the prov ince of 
Quebec. 
It 
was, 
he 
say s, 
an 
“ agonizing” decision.. To 
leav e friends and family and 
responsibility . 
To 
risk 
disgrace. But: “Well, really , 
there was no choice. I had to 
do something. I didn’t want to 
be just another Nazi. I didn’t 
want to just close my ey es 
while my nation was mur­ 
dering innocent people.” 


SO NOW. Captain Howard 
G. Weld, D.D.S., 2 4 , is a bona 
fide fugitiv e. His name is on 
the list. He is one of 2 9 ,000 
military deserters currently 
“ at large.” And his future is 
shaky . Defense authorities 
say their studies indicate that 
90 per cent of all deserters are 
returned to military control 
within a y ear. “He’ll come 
back,” say s a man in the 
Pentagon, “we get them back 
sooner or later. ’ 
Weld denies this. He say s 
he’ll no t return. He likes 
Mo ntreal, he likes Canada, he 
is currently emplo y ed as a 
so cial wo rker, and he plans 
so o n to take the natio n’s 
dental bo ard ex ams. “ This is 
my ho me no w,” he say s by 
telepho ne, “ my ho me.” 
As fo r amnesty ? Say s he: 
“ Befo re any repatriatio n can 
be co nsidered, the reaso ns fo r 
ex patriatio n 
must 
be 
reso lv ed. I do n’t want the 
United States to fo rg iv e me. I 
want it to face up to what it 
has do ne. There are 100,000 
peo ple in Canada who hav e 
flea 
the 
United 
States 
recently . We’re no t deserters. 
We’re refug ees."
